August shipments through the 
Chain of Rocks canal marked the 
third time this year freight ton¬ 
nage exceeded the 4-million-ton 
mark for a single month, though 
shipments were down from 
July’s record total of 4,417,515 
tons, according to the U. S. Army 
Corps of Engineers. 

A total of 4544 barges carried 
4,189,665 tons of freight through 
the locks last month, raising the 
year's eight-month total to 28,- 
252,545 tons, which is 1,852,455 
tons above that for the same 
period last year. 

The report said that the August 
shipments were second only to 
those in July. Commercial ship¬ 
ments downriver exceeded those 
upriver 2,211,440 tons to 1,978,125 
tons, largely because 1,688,000 
tons of grain were shipped down¬ 
stream against only 26,300 tons 
upstream. Only 100 tons of gov¬ 
ernment freight were shuttled up 
and downstream through the 
locks. 

Other tonnage shipments in 
August included: petroleum prod¬ 
ucts, 486,450 upriver and 342,750 
downriver: coal, 797,800 up; ce¬ 
ment, sand and gravel, 20,450 up 
and 22,400 down; sulphur, 59,400 
up: iron and steel products, 23,- 
600 up and 82,280 down: chem¬ 
icals, 217,300 up and 26,700 down: 
and miscellaneous commodities, 
346,825 up and 82,280 down.
